Vital  Statistics-. 

The  .population  of  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  in  1943  was 
15,050  according  to  the'  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General. 

This ‘estimate  is  much  smaller  than  those  riven  for  the  years 
previous  to  the  War,.,  and.  it  is  also  much  less  than  the  census 
population  of  1951  which  was  17,034. 


Sixths... 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  Kiveton  Park 
Rural.  District  in  1943  was  329,  of  which  170  were  males  and  159 
were  females.  The  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  -population  was 
21.-9.  This  is  considerably  higher  than  the  birth  rate  of  1942 
which  was  13.5  per  thousand,  arid  it  is  higher  than  the  birth  rates 
of  the  last  seventeen  years.  It  is  also  higher  than  the  birth 
rate  of  England  and  Wales  which  was  16.5  per  thousand  of  the 
.Ilian  population.  There  has  been  no  significant  increase  in 
illegitimate  births  in  Kiveton  Park  as  a  result  of  the  War. 

There  were  13  illegitimate  births  in  1943  compared  with  7  in  1942, 
11  5.n '1941,  14  In  *1940,  7  in  1939  and  an  average  of  12  for  the 
ten  ..pre-war  years. 


StJ.ll  Jlirths^. 

There  were  3  still  births,  one  of  which, was  illegitimate. 
The  still  birth  rate  of  0,2  per  thousand  of  the  population  compared 
with  a  rate  of  0.51  for  England  and  Wales. 


Dpajbh  Ratn . 

There  were  171  deaths  (35  males  and  73  females).  The 
d.eath  rate  was  11.4  per  thousand  compared  with  11,0  in  1942, 

10.0  in  1941,  11.2  in  1940  and  10.1  per  thousand  In  1939. 

The  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  five  years  were 
12.1  in  1943,  11.6  in  1942,  12'. 9  in  1941,  14.0  in1  1940  and 
12.1  in  1939. 


Infantile.  Jlor t a^li ty  -  Rate  . 

There  were  19  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

One  of  these  infants  was  illegitimate.  The  infantile  mortality  rate 
was  58  per  thousand  births  ' compared  with  45  in  1942,  44  in  0941, 

40  in  1940  and  55  in  1939.  The  corresponding  rates  for  Sng’land 
and  Wales  were  49  in  1943  and  1942,  58  in  1941,  56  in  1940  and 
50  in  1939.

■‘•Scabies  . 


The  treatment  centre  for  scabies  cases  at  Swallowncst 
Isolation  Hospital  dealt  with  17  patients  from  Kiveton  Park  Rural 
District  during  1943.  Patients  were  conveyed  to  the  hospital  by 
ambulance.  They  were  given  baths  in  the  •  discharge  block  and  their 
clothing  was  disinfected  by  steam.  They  were  then  given  benzyl 
benzoate,  applications-' and  returned  home  by  ambulance.  Treatment 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  mainly  restricted  to  the  most  severe 
ease  3 . 

An  additional  treatment  centre  was  opened  at  the 
Dinnington  First  Aid  Post,  where  159  cs.scs  were  treated.  Patients 
attended  the  treatment  centre  and  were  given  spray  baths  and 
benzyl  benzoate  applications  by  the  full-time  First  Aid  Staff, 

There  was  a  striking  reduction  in  the  number  of  scabies 
eases  reported  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  ;  .There  is  every  hope 
that  this  discaso,  which  has  affected  several  hundred  people  in  the 
district,  will  be  practically  eliminated. 

Treatment  of  the  discaso  with  sulphur  ointment  throe- 
years  ago  was  extremely  unsatisfactory  and  large  numbers  of  the 
eases  at  that  time  suffered  from  severe  forms  of  dermatitis  due 
to  sulphur  treatment.  This  complication  is  avoided  with  benzyl 
benzoate,  eases  arc  cured  more  :quickly,  and  long 'absences  from 
school  are  avoided.
